The total length 
of the main trunk line, Johore Bahru to Prai, 
in Province Wellesley, will be 472% miles 
when completed. There is a five-mile steam 
ferry between Penang and Prai, the northern 
terminus of these railways. From Johore 
Bahru to Woodlands, Singapore Island, there 
is a steam ferry one mile; Woodlands to 
Singapore City, the railroad distance is 15 
miles. The total distance from Singapore to 
Panang by railroad will be 487%4 miles, steam 
ferry six miles, The distance from Johore 
Bahru to Johore-Negri Sembilan frontier is 
1201, miles, now under construction and good 
progress has been made for 30 miles from 
both ends. At the present moment, exclusive 
of the construction in Johore territory, there 
are 2% odd miles under construction south of 
Tampin, 21 miles of which is ready for open- 
ing. The line should be completed in 18 to 
°4 months, when a through service can be in- 
stituted. With the completion of the main 
trunk line and branches, transportation facil- 
ities for products of the native sfates will be 
greatly improved. Other lines are contem- 
plated running northerly through Pahang, 
for which preliminary surveys have already 
been made, and routes have been explored 
through Kalantan, a province of Southern 
Siam, to Kota Bahru at the mouth of Kal- 
antan River on the coast of the China Sea. 
These prospective lines will open up valuable 
tin-bearing countries and give pfoducers of 
other products easy and cheap transportation 
facilities to sea
